He wondered if people in 
general would appreciate good music 
when they heard it. 
So, disguised as a beggar» lie stroll­ 
ed the streets» placing his instrument 
to find out.

Musk is the universal language of 
mankind, and the speech of angels. It 
is the only language in which you can't 
say a mean or sarcastic thing.

Something Stolen? 


It s in Market 


By S H A N D Y H IL L 


Dear G ary P rufanan: 
if M O D E R N — Until a few years ago, the 
central district of Victoria was entirely com­ 
posed of whitewashed four or five story build­ 
ings, each story surrounded by a veranda. But- 
the last of these was demolished a short time 
ago. 
Now central Hong Kong consists of skyscrap- 
pers, often called a “stone curtain. The Orien­ 
tal flavor of the central city has given way to 
commercialism. 
'Television viewers and postcard admirers 
now know the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank­ 
ing corporation building, as well as the new 
Prince’s building, which is connected with the 
Mandarin hotel by a bridge, which has escalators 
going up to the shopping arcade. 
But a short walk from the center of the city 
brings the visitor to Chinese territory, with 
Chinese motion picture houses, shops and re- 
taurants. 
There are s t e e p , narrow little staircase 
streets which run up a hillside along the main 
shopping section. There is a jumble of merchan­ 
dise in the tiny stalls, there are insistent mer­ 
chants whose jabbering mostly is in foreign 
tongue. 
Wan chai, a mile from central city, is the 
original Suzie Wong land, crowded with bars 
and mainly for servicemen — mostly US on rest 
and recreation vacations here. 


if T H E R E A R E S O M E spectacular points 
of interest, not the least of which aptly is call­ 
ed the “Thieves Market.” This is also known as 
Cat street and Morlo Gai. It is said if anything 
is stolen during the night, it will be on sale there 
the next morning. More likely, though, the name 
is derived from, the asking prices on goods as 
bargaining not only is the general rule, but an 
absolute necessity. Most of the items come from 
red China. 
Ladder street is one of many consisting of 
steps which no vehicle, except perhaps a sedan 
chair, can navigate. West Point is one of the old­ 
est parts of the colony as well as one of the most 
crowded. 
The present roads curve along foot paths 
etched out when the colony was founded. Tene­ 
ments are rented as cubicle space, with 300 per­ 
sons in a single small three or four story build­ 
ing, plus another 50 (plus chickens and ducks) 
living in huts on the roof as rooftop squatter. 


i f REPULSE BAY, the largest and most- 
frequented beach, on the so tit hern side of Hong 
Kong island, is known for its quiet Repulse Bay 
hotel, where tourists make a stop, and where 
the wealthy vacation. Nearby is Deep Water 
Bay, where less affluent bathers wet their toot­ 
sies. The beaches are of golden and surprising­ 
ly dean sands.' 
East of Repulse Bay is the Stanley Peninsula, 
the site of an internment camp during the Ja­ 
panese occupation and still the site of Hong 
Kong's main jail. 
Aberdeen is an old Chinese fishing village 
from where these visitors embarked for the 
floating restaurant. It has a picturesque forest 
of junk masts and a huge fish market. There is 
dirt, there are smells and loud voices. 
Most of the junks and sampans here, homes 
for generations, no doubt, of Chinese fishermen 
and the poor, are being demolished. The people 
are being moved into government built housing 
quarters (known locally as resettlement estates). 
More than 950,000 persons live in government 
housing.' 


if M O S T OF H O N G K O N G 'S imports come 
off freighters by lighter and unloaded at the 
waterside. 
The ships anchor at 73 mooring 
buoys in the bay, where in 1965 (latest figures 
available), 6276 ocean-going vessels of 20 million 
net tons, entered the port. These vessels brought 
with them seven million tons of import cargo 
and exported two million tons. 
The ships are swarmed by junks and sam­ 
pans, much like tiny water-skippers, Families 
live on these boats—as their families did before 
them. 


Chinese junks basically have the same hull 
shape as the Santa Maria used by Christopher 
Columbus, which proves the absurdity of the 
“design perfected throughout t h e tenturies'* 
claim made by junk enthusiasts. 
With its lack of proper ballast and high, flat 
stern, the junk is not very seaworthy, but it is 
ideal as a lighter for loading freight within the 
harbor and provides plenty of living space. 


if T H E F IR S T J U N K that came to the China 
Bear's side had a complement of two men. two 
women, one with a young child on her back; 
three other children, two dogs, a flower garden 
at the stern, and an eating compound nearby. 
It was early in the morning. The old woman 
brushed her teeth, dipping water from a bucket 
on deck. She spit over the side. Then she pre­ 
pared some food. After breakfast, the two men 
cl am bored over the China Bear’s deck and dis­ 
appeared. The women did the loading and un­ 
loading—as they did all the heavy work. 
A child swept the eating patio (if it may be 
called that), tossed the refuse over the side, then 
called the dog to lick up the scraps. This same 
little girl made fast the lines, and guarded the 
helm during the discharging of cargo.

NEXT to the ministry, death I 
and resurrection of Jesus, th e ! 
conversion of Saul of Tarsus— ! 
known to us as Paul the Apostle ! 
—was the most important event j 
In the history of the Christian 
church. It marked not only a j 
turning point in his personal 
history, but also an epoch in the 
histories of the church and of 
mankind. 
The transformation of Chris- j 
tianity s most dangerous perse­ 
cutor into its most successful 
promoter is nothing less than a 
miracle of divine grace. It rests 
on the miracle of the resurrec­ 
tion of Christ, both being in­ 
separably connected.. 
Without 
the resurrection, the conversion 
would have been impossible. On 
the other hand, the conversion 
of such a man with such results 
Is one of the strongest proofs 
of the resurrection. 
Able, highly educated and en­ 
ergetic, Paul became as com­ 
mitted to the propagation of the 
Christian faith as he, as Saul, 
had been to its destruction. He 
took primitive Christianity out 
of the little - known area in 
which it had arisen and made it 
a world religion, establishing! 
churches throughout the civi­ 
lized world of his day. 
We first encounter Saul as 
the one giving consent to the 
stoning of Stephen, at whose 
feet the assassins laid down 
their garments. Born to well-to- 
do parents of the tribe of Ben­ 
jamin, Saul was brought up ac­ 
cording to the strictest teach­ 
ings of the scribes and Pharisees 
and may have been a member of 
the Sanhedrin. He was & Roman 
citizen—a rarity among Jews— 
but how his family acquired this 
distinction is unknown. 
The death of Stephen seemed 
to set off such a fervent, pas­ 
sionate hatred of Christianity 
within. Saul that he 'began de­ 
voting all his energy and influ­ 
ence toward stamping it out. 
Thus, he was the one called to 
Damascus to extradite to Jer­ 
usalem a group of Christians 
Imprisoned there. 
Nearing Damascus, a heaven­ 
sent light suddenly shone upon 
Saul, felling him to the ground. 
Out of the light a s’oice called 
him by name and asked, "Why 
persecutes!, thou m e?’* Fright­ 
ened, 
Saul 
asked 
who 
was 
speaking, using the word "lord" 
to indicate a probably superior 
person or being. 


The voice 
named. Himself,, i 
"Jesus, whom thou persecutest," ' ’ 
and rebuked Saul for his perse- 
i 
cution of the Christians. 
From I Corinthians 9:1 and 
15:8 we learn that Saul actually ¡ 
saw the glorified .Jesus, which 
accounts for his trembling an d ; 
astonishment when he asked 
"Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do?" The f u t u r e apostle 
realized that the One he was 
persecuting was the ascended 
Lord and placed him,self in com­ 
plete submission to Him. 
Saul was told to rise and go 
into the city, where he would 
be told what to do next. 
When Saul arose he discover­ 
ed he had been rendered blind 
by his experience and it became 
necessary for him to be led into 
Damascus. 
There he remained three days, 
without food, or drink. Then the 
Lord sent a disciple named An- j 
anias to lay his hands on Saul 
and restore his vision. 
Ananias did so, albeit reluc­ 
tantly, for Saul had acquired a 
bad. name a m o n ,g Christians 
everywhere. Saul was filled with I 
the Holy Ghost, his sight was 
restored, and he was baptized. 
Converted, 
Saul 
took, 
the 
name of Paul and went Into toe 
synagogues to preach that Jesus 
of Nazareth, whom he had so 
recently seen in glory, w'as not 
only the promised Messiah but 
also the very Son of God. Such 
defection amazed and angered, 
the Jewish leaders in Damascus, 
and they took counsel among 
themselves to have Paul arrest­ 
ed and killed. Aided by toe dis­ 
ciples, Paul was smuggled out 
of Damascus and made his wray 
to' Jerusalem. 
Much as they believed in toe 
p o w e r of the Lord Jesus to 
transform men and make life 
new, the Jerusalem Christians 
were not inclined to accept Paul 
fully. They suspected him of 
treachery and refused to allow' 
him to join them. 
Barnabas was the one excep- 


j lion. He accepted, the sincerity 
‘ and genuineness of Paul's con- 
j version and 
risked his own 
1 standing w'ithin the church to 
espouse Paul’s cause. 
Eventually the truth dawned 
upon the apostles and Paul be­ 
came one of them.,, beginning a 
long, distinguished and unique 
career as a Christian leader and 
missionary.

9000 Americans 
Leave Countries 
In Midd'e East 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
State 
Department 
reported 
that about 9,000 U.S. citizens 
have left Middle Eastern coun­ 
tries since the Israeli,-Arab cri­ 
sis erupted two weeks ago. 
At the start of the crisis the 
State 
Department 
estimated 
there were 15,700 American cit­ 
izens in Israel and of those 5,350 
have left and 10,350 remain, ac­ 
cording to the latest figure* 
available here. 
In Egypt, the main concentra­ 
tion of U.S. citizens at the start 
of the critis was in Cairo where 
the total was put at 2.280' of 
whom 1,500 were reported to 
have left with 780 remaining.
